NORTH - SOUTH TIE!!!!! 
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ATASCADERO

The 15th annual team match between 
Northern California and Southern Cali¬ 
fornia was, to players and spectators 
alike, the most exciting in the his¬ 
tory of the event. The two teams were 
evenly matched all the way from the 
first hoard to the 57th, and the wins 
and losses were not only evenly dis¬ 
tributed throughout the lineup but al¬ 
so came almost in rotation during the 
day. 

The South wasoff to a two-point lead 
when the first two games were scored. 
Fromthen on the match was like a huge 
relay race with 57 runners. The North 
could scarcely score a point, reducing 
the lead to one game, before the South 
would chalk up another and move out in 
front again by the same margin. The 
difference between the two teams was 
2 points throughout the day, except 
for brief instances when it was tern* 
porarily 1 or 3, until the North fi¬ 
nally caught up with the South with 
only six games to go. At that point 
the suspense, which had been mounting 
in intensity for hours, was terrific. 
First the North, then the South took 
the lead. Adding to the uncertainty 
was the fact that the game on Board #1 
had been adjourned until Monday, with 
a tfcieen and Fawns ending in which any¬ 
thing might happen. At length the si¬ 
tuation came down to depend upon the 
game on Board #39, where Ted Dana of 
Palo Alto suddenly found himself the 
most important man on the North team. 
With a rook ending and even Pawns, Ted 
was Instructed to play for a drav. 

At six o'clock, after seven hours' play, 
the game was adjourned for dinner. 

The rival captains put their hoads to¬ 
gether with their respective strategy 
committees during the intermission 
(somebody said the brain waves were so 
strong as to seriously handicap the 
Army radar system) and at 8:00 P.M. 
met and agreed upon a drawn match 28j- 
2frij. The adjourned games on Boards #1 
and #39 were called draws without fur* 
ther play. 

From the North's point of view, the 
feature of the match was the unceasing 
pursuit of that pesky two-point lead, 


which seemed impossible to overcome until 
just before the end, when the North 
dramatically drew ahead temporarily. The 
"inside" information had gone around be¬ 
fore the natch that the North was going 
to take a licking this time, and this 
made the uphill fight such an interest¬ 
ing one. 

The Southern team was certainly a blue- 
ribbon aggregation, coopering in strength 
with the 1936 powerhouse which walloped 
the North 15^-9^. Captain Le Roy Johnson 
is to be congratulated for his fine work 
in assembling such a team, particularly 
becauso of the size of the team was more 
than twice the usual 25, The good 
sportsmanship displayed by Captain John¬ 
son in handling the occasional disputes 
which are bound to arise in matches as 
Closely as this one was appreciated by 
all the Northern players, 

Wade Hendricks and I, co-Captains for 
the North, vtrtsfa to thank those who 
made the gallant fight. Our thanks to 
Ye Editor Kolty, who took orders like 
any other man on the team and showed us 
again that he is a gentleman by his be¬ 
havior under somewhat trying conditions 
on the first board. We especially want 
to mention the fine showing made by the 
out-of-town players: Sacramento, with 
a score of 4-0< Salinas with 2J-J; and 
Hayward with 2-6 were outstanding. And 
to our friends and hosts of Atascadero, 
thanks for the splendid hospitality and 
the beautiful surroundings. 

All the events on the three-day pro¬ 
gram were highly successful. The rapid 
transit team match was won by the South 
44g - 25^ Saturday night and Le Roy 
took home a truly magnificent trophy, 

George Koltanowskl'a blindfold si¬ 
multaneous exhibition Sunday night was 
enthusiastically received. .Kolty scored 
four wine, three draw*, the latter to 
Chet Stamer of Oakland. 

The State Championship rapid-transit 
tournament held Nondny was won by 
Herman Steiner, with James Cross and 
•V„ Steckel following.

We have been impressed by a num¬ 
ber of things. There are the thrills in 
the games wo won and the disappointments- 
even pain - in the games we lost; there 
is the deep interest with which we wit¬ 
nessed Kolty 1 a remarkable blindfold power 
the sure fire play of Steiner in a Rapid 
Transit; the camaraderie of mixing with 
friends - the good old ones we have made 
in years past and the new ones we have 
just made. It is in this latter respect 
that we are so fortunate. Here is the 
real gold to be mined in these events. 

We learn to play with our fellows, to 
give and take, strenuously but friendly, 
and then it is but an easy step forward 
until we have learned the larger lesson 
of living with our fellow men. This 
troubled old world of ours can do with 
a lot of just that right now. 


This was the largest gathering we have 
thus far had in these matches and several 
new features besides the main event were 
added this year. It is indicative of 


the increasing interest which the State, 
as a whole, is taking in these matches. 
It augurs well for the future of Cali¬ 
fornia chess, both North and South. 

This year players were drawn for the 
Southland team not only from Los Angeles 
proper, but also from Hollywood, Beverly 
Hills, Santo Monica, Glendale, Burbank, 
Pasadena, Inglewood, Culver City, West 
Los Angeles, San Pedro, San Clemente, 
Orange, Bakersfield, Santa Barbara, and 
;Fresno. Next year we hope to expand 
this list still further to include Po¬ 
mona, Riverside, San Diego, etc. And 
there is no doubt but that Captain 
McClain of the North tear, drew his play¬ 
ers from a wido area also. 

This year "the battle of the giants" 
ended in a draw - 28'- points for each 
side. It is rather a remarkable feature 
that 114 players drawn from such a wide 
area could be so evenly divided in 
strength. However, it leaves us on the 
South with a renewed determination to 
bolster our forces still more strongly 
and next year not only merely to put a 
stop to the marauding tactics of our 
friendly enemies to the North. Next 
year we intend to take ’em but good!

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- OUT OF THE PAST. IN CALIFORNIA CHESS " 

By Harry Borochov - Los Angeles 


In 1930, following the first round of the California State Championship, 
held at the Mechanics' Institute Chess Club in San Francisco, I passed by a book 
store, and noticed "My System" by Aron Nimzovich in the window. Little did I 
think that by purchasing said book, and perusing perhaps half of it during the 
term of the tournament, my entire approach to the game would undergo a great 
change. 

Whereas prior to the study of his "MY SYSTEM", I used to grope thru combi¬ 
nations, sound and unsound, mostly of the latter, ray play improved to such an ex¬ 
tent, that even tho I still had the same proportion, (more or less) of unsound 
combinations thereafter, the groping was not quite as strenuous and I had a more 
leisurely approach to the game. With undoubted help from my opponents, who were 
not endowed with the benefit of Nimzovich's teachings, I was able to go thru the 
tournaments of 1930 and 1931 without the loss of a game, and although the losses 
piled up equal to the wins in the Pasadena Chess Congress of 1932, the even score 
waB against ouch faster company than I had previously had the good fortune to 
compete against. 

It is in the hope that the younger generation of chess players; that is, 
those of them who may glance at these lines, will be able to profit in a small 
way from my notes, in their struggle toward chess masterdoo, that I shall try to 
bring forth what I have gathered from my chess practice of the past. 

As the past is so clearly interwoven with the present, it is fitting that 
the following game, played this year in the North-South annual match at Atasca¬ 
dero, should follow the patterns of Nimzovich's teachings. Notes by

(a) Sacrificing a Pawn, as expounded by Nimzovich, followed by "over protecting" 

P at K5, thus immobilizing 31ack's forces, either in the attack of said Pawn, 
which cannot be captured, or into the defense of his P at Q£. Paul J. Quillan, 
of Los Angeles, has used another variation with success, with the black pieces 

at 10 second chess, playing after capturing the P (Q5), the following black moves: 
N-0J33, 3-Q2, 0-H3' , 0-0-0, and an early P-KB3J I have castled K-side in the 
three encounters we've had, and lost all the games in rapid chess. Perhaps the 
following White moves would relieve the loss ratio: 0)1-02, N-N3, B-K34, 0-0-0, 
with P-KR4J being indicated to prevent the P-roller against the 3 White K-side 
pieces exposed to such attack. These suggestions are worth the study of a clock- 
game, but in 10 second chess anything may happen) 

(b) In the North-South match last year, A. C. Capps, my opponent on Board No. 2 
played 4..., PxP; 5.N-K33, N-0B3; 6.3-03, B-02; 7.0-0, KN-K2; 8.R-X1, N-N5J; 

9.NxP, NxB; lO.FxN, P-KR4; 11.0-N3, N-N3; 12.N-033, R-31TJ; 13.NxqP, 0- R 4; 14. 
N-023, P-H5; 15. 0-K3, p-R6; 16.N-N3, 0-R3; 17.P xP, which was sufficient for 
White to win, in spite of the apparent K-side weakness. In the melee that fol¬ 
lowed, the line chosen by White should have only drawn, but a more complicated 
line, which I discarded because of its lack of clarity, appeared to win in every

spirit of Tarrasch's teachings, (sacrificing a Pawn to gain important tempi, and 
thus relieve the pressure to some degree, of Whitens superior development). 

(c) 5. P-33 is also playable, but leads to drawing lines, similar to the two 
draws which Barlow and 1 have had in our two previous encounters in the North- 
South matches, tho with some variation in the opening, 

(d) Not venturesome, as Black cannot relieve his cramped position - the open 
file in other situations would produce a dangerous attack against White's king. 

(e) Finally developed on the 30th move! - there was too much activity for the 
prior development of this Knight, 

(f) Note the continuous blockade of the center, as exemplified by Nimzovich in 
?My System". There can be no coordination of Black's K-side and tj-side forces, 
as a result of this blookafle. 

«g) Or 34. Q-R4, K- '.33; (not R-0 2J 25.02-31, 0-01: 36.3-36 and Black is in 
zugzwang, whence White can follow with R-X2 and KE-32, etc.) 25.33® wins the 
exchange also. 

(h) There is no defense against 0-38, P-KN4, 3-K7, 3*06, R-B7 etc., all White

" SIMPLICITY IN PROBLEMS " 


# In the March 1948 issue of the British periodical OIESS, the well- 
known Problem-Expert Mr. C.S. Kipping presents, under the above title, an 
extremely interesting series of Two-Move problems of his own composition 
designed to illustrate how Chess- Players' objections to complex, unrnatural 
positions and the usual overwhelming White force may be eliminated in problems. 

Mr. Kipping's idea is to use only two White pieces in addition to 
the King, and to show two mates by each of the two pieces. 

All possible two-piece combinations are used by the composer, and 
students are urged to study the following positions and note how neatly Mr. 
Kipping has overcome many difficulties. 

The composer does not claim originality of the settles. 

Six of the original twenty problems are shown below:

SOME CHESSMASTERS I'VE KNOWN 

(3y E. J. Clarke, K.I.C.C.J 

Dean of Pacific Coast Chess 

PS. EMANUEL LASKER 


Our series title, in the case of this 
great chessmaster and philosopher, must 
be modified. Instead of "known," let 
us substitute "met." It is doubtful if 
anyone could truthfully claim to have 
known Emanuel Lasker. I recently re¬ 
read F. Reinfeld's Introduction to the 
"Manual of Chess." It is mainly con¬ 
cerned with Dr. Lasker as a chess genius 
—along with much talk of schools, styles, 
systems, etc.—all no doubt most pro¬ 
found and recondite; but no more ac¬ 
counting for the phenomenon of a Lasker 
than on analysis of Mozart's music ex¬ 
plains his genius. 

I first met Dr. Lasker about the 
time of the Cambridge Springs Tourna¬ 
ment of 1904. A few months after the 
master started "Lasker's Chess Magazine" 

I joined the staff as News Editor. 

While the remun erntisn was modest yet 
tw be associated with the world's 
champion chess player, what an honor! 
.Besides Dr. Lasker, who wrote edito¬ 
rials and annoted a few games, the 
staff consisted of a superannuated 
printer, who set up the many diagrams, 
and an English analyst named Bauman. 

The following New Year's Eve found the 
staff as guests »f the master at 
Martin’s Restaurant on Fulton Street. 
While even 45 years ago the neighbor¬ 
hood had become declasse, yet at that 
time Martin's was a famous name, as 
well known as Delmonico's. During the 
many-course dinner, I do not recall 
that chess was mentioned. Dr. Lasker, 
holding a glass of burgundy or cabernet 
to the light quoted the Latin oag: "In 
vino veritas," and invited discussion 
as to its interpretation. It may bo 
of interest, by way of present skyhigh 
restaurant prices, to mention that the 
total cest of a special holiday dinner 
for four, including extra wine, and tip, 
was but 310. Oh, for the good old days! 
After dinner, the printer having re¬ 
tired, Dr. Lasker and the remaining 
"staff" made a tour of the many East 
Side coffee-house chess spots and the 
larger Cosmopolitan Chess Club, haunt 
of Jaffe and other well-known experts. 


I shall never forget the thrill as the 
champion entered the room, the players 
stopping their games, and the whis¬ 
pered exclamations: "Dr, Lasker!" 
Whereupon the master nodded greetings 
and exchanged a few words with acquaint¬ 
ances. Finally midnight (1904-05) found 
the trio in an obscure uptown billiard 
room, playing a three-handed game as 
the big city noisily welcomed the New 
Year. 

In 1907 I had the honor to act as 
Dr. Lasker's second in the opening game 
of his match with qy very close friend, 
Frank J. Marshall, at the Cort Theatre, 
Brooklyn, in the presence of the "Who's 
Who" of Eastern chess. I met the doc¬ 
tor on his last visit to the M.I.C.C. 
about 1910. My final meet.ing was in 
1924 after his splendid win of the Now 
York Tournament. Chess honors never 
affected him and he was not too busy to 
talk over the old days. 

It may seem paradoxical to state 
that, while Dr. Lasker achieved world¬ 
wide fame and some financial success 
thru chess, his mind and heart were 
elsewhere. A t sn:- time I possessed an 
autographed copy of "Struggle"—his 
philosophy of life. Unfortunately, only 
a few will lend an ear and still fewer 
purchase. So "Struggle" was praetically 
stillborn. However, Charles Nugent, a 
problem composer and contributor to 
Lcsker's Chess Magazine, endeavored to 
apply the principles of "Struggle" to 
weaken the resistance of a fair damozel, 
who seemed immune to the routine tech¬ 
nique in Amor's domain! 

I would like to pay tribute to Dr. 
Lasker's character. To put years of 
thought and reflection into a book and 
additional months' effort wrestling 
with problems of exposition of now ideas, 
then to meet with indifference and 
apathy—that is a tost, and Dr. Lasker, 
while expressihg disappointment, neveiw 
the less maintained his customary cheer¬ 
fulness. . .Just before his death in 1943, 
he had given the world his though tin 
"The Community of the Future," which, 
sad to relate, met with about the same 
as his other non-chess books.
